Then p bacon strips 
over top, dot with marshmallows 
and place under broiler flame until 
toasted a golden brown. 


Lima Chowder 


2 cups cooked Limas 
cups diced potatoes 
slices fat salt pork 
small onion, sliced 
cup boiling water 
tablespoons butter 
tablespoons « flour x 
cups hot milk . 
teaspoon salt 
teaspoon pepper 

Cut salt pork into dice. Place 
in @ saucepan and cook 5 minutes; 
add onion and cook until just 
turning yellow, then add potatoes 
and boiling watem, Cook until 
potatoes are tender, then add 
Limas. Melt butter, add flour, stir 
until smooth, then add hot milk; 
cook, stirring constantly, until 
slightly thickened, then add Lima 
mixture and seasonings.

Sunkist Lemon Meringue Ple 
1 cup water or milk 

% cup sugar 

¥% teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 


% cup cold water 

2 well-beaten egg yolks 

1 tablespoon butter 

6 tablespoons lemon juice 

Bring water or milk, sugar, salt 
and lemon peel to a boil in sauce- 
pan on direct heat, Add cornstarch, 
blended with % cup of cold water. 
Cook over low heat, until thickened 
(about 5 minutes), stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from heat. Add 
separately, mixing well after each 
addition, the egg yolks, butter and 
lemon juice. Pour filling into 

pastry shell. 

When filling is cool, top with a 
meringue, made from: 

2 egg whites 
4 tablespoons sugar 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 

Beat egg whites until frothy. Add 
sugar gradually. Continue beating 
but only until egg holds its shape 
in peaks. Fold in lemon juice. 
Brown pie in moderate oven (325° 
F.) for 15 minutes. (Makes one 
8-inch pie.) 

Note the three lemon pie tricks 
that are followed in this recipe. 
Trick one — add lemon juice and 
ege to pastry mix — result, flaky 
crust of a superior tenderness. 
Trick two — cook filling first, then 
add freshly squeezed lemon juice 
after the cooking flame is out — 
result, a filling fragrantly fresh in 
flavor. Trick three — add a little 
lemon juice to the meringue — 
result, a more tender, easy-to-cut 
meringue

The World 
of Wheat 


Ry H.G.L. Strange 


A week or so ago this column 
referred toan uncommonly good 
book written by Mme. Tabouis, 
on the life of Nebuchadnezzar, the 
King of .Cha'dea, who reigned 
some 500 years B.C. 

Nebuchadnezzar, Mme. Tabouis 
tells us, became a great world con- 
queror He subdued the kingdoms 
of Assyria, Duma, the Medes, 
Jerusalem and of the Jews, anda 
number of others including Mes- 
apotamia; and then he obtained 
control of the lands which opened 
up into the Mediterranean. Neb. 


uchadnezzar, however, held. one 


important principle in mind in all 
these great conquests, which our 
statesmen of the modern world, it 
would seem, might well meditate 
upon. 

Nebuchnadnezzar realized that 
the only way dominion over other 
Jands and over other people could 
be transferred into wealth and 
satisfaction for his own people 
was, ashe put it, ‘‘By the normal 
working of economic affairs and 
not by military supremacy alone,” 
and to bring about this desired 


result Nebuchadnezzar energetic- 
ally set himself to work to encour- 
age trade and commerce between 
the different countries. The King 
also encouraged particularly the 
business of the merchants, all so 
that the standard of living of all 
the people, even of those in the 
conquered countries could become 
enhanced. 


Following factors. have tended 
to raise price: Reports indicate U, 
S. winter wheat crop will be small- 
est in 40 years — Cereals Control 
Board in England has advised 
millers to use at least sixty percent 
of Manitoba wheats — There will 
be practically no “carry over” of 
old corn in the Argentine. 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price: Spring ploughing 
and seeding now proceeding act- 
ively in Western Europe — Ar. 
gentine exporting large quantities 
of meat to Italy, France and Great 
Britain — Weather conditions in 
Central China are favorable for 
crops — Japanese wheat seeding 
for 1940 is placed at about 10 per 
cent above 1939 seeding.

This 
year it is even more important to 
protect the health of our farm pow- 
er and the cost of vaccinating is so 
small, that it is really a cheap in- 
surance against losses. 

Owners of cattle, whether beef 
or dairy, realize the losses which 
ocenr every year from warbles, 
Not only is the general thriftiness 
of the cattle lowered but serious 
reduction of milk flow oecurs in fly 
time while hides and beef carcasses 
affected with warbles are heavily 
discounted, For a few cents per 
head, aderris powder wash prop- 
erly spplied to the backs of the af- 
tected animals will destroy the 
warbles. If a warble campaign 
oan be organized on a community 
basis, 80 much the better, but treat- 
ment of single herds is also bene- 
ficial. 

Pigs which are born from Ooctob- 
er to May are subject to anaemia.

Britain’s Lightships 


Tossing on the waters that fringe 
the coasts of Britain are 45 small 
ships. Week after week, year after 
year, they stay there, straining on 
their anchor chains as gales buffet 
them. They are the lightships of 
Britain whose sole job is to warn 
the ships of every natiun of the per- 
ile of hidden sands and reefs, 

Yet one of them — the East 
Dudgeon—was singled out on Janu 
uary 29 fora vicious ‘attack by a 
Nazi bomber. Nobody expected 
that the enemy would commit such 
an outrage. As the sole survivor of 
the crew of eight said: “We were 
not alarmed, because on previous 
oceasions German pilots bad waved 
to us and left us alone, But on this 
oceasion the bomber dived suddenly 
and sprayed the deck with machine 
gun bullets and dropped nine bombs 
the last of whieh hit our ship.” 

The Prime Minister has de cribed 
this as an act “‘of pure gangsterism” 

Britain, even in time of war, re- 
gards lightships as outside the 
scope of hostilities and British light 
ships, as the Prime Minister stress- 
ed, “‘are not ven utilized to report 
the presence of enemy craft in their 
vicinity”. Enemy attacks on them 
can serve no military purpose and 


~.Jand have no effect on the result of | - 


the war- 


The first lightship to be placed in 
English waters was that stationed 
at the Nore in 1732. 

Yoday there is still a lightship 
there with the name of her station 
painted iu huge letters on her side. 
Kvery lightsbip carriee the name of 
its station and, on its mast, has a 
symbol, usually a huge hollow glove 
showing that it isa lightship, So 
there can be no question of mistaken 
identity when euch a ship is 
attacked. Besides the 45 lightships 
always on duty, there are nine spare 
relieving vessels. The crew consists 
usually of e!even men, seven on 
board aud four on shore, The men 
spend one month on shore for every 
two on board. Wrought iron chains 
attached to two mushroom-shaped 
anchors each weighing three tons, 
keeps the ships at their stations. In 
addition to the light, the majority 
of the ships have sirens or horne for 
use in fog. And there are eleven 
North Sea lightships fitted with 
wireless tor life-saving purposes, 

Everything is done to make the 
life of the crew comfortable. but, 
when the wind rises, waves some- 
batter the ship for days on end. But 
they carry on With their job—the 
job of keeping their light burning 
as @ warning beacon to every pass- 
ing ship, The sailors of the world 
ara grateful tothem And in the 
ships of the seven seas, wherever 
sailors gather together, this latest 
Nazi atrocity will be condemned.
